New Law in effect: 

A prediction that 300,000 firms doing business in California 
under fictitious trade names will re-file under the new fictitious 
firm name law was made this week by William G. Sharp, county 
clerk of Los Angeles County. Sharp is chairman of a committee of 
county clerks which has been preparing procedures for the new 
statute. 

The new requirement for re-filing of all firm names goes into 
effect July 1,1971, but Sharp said the filings will be accepted by 
the county clerk’s offices beginning Monday, and he urged early 
filing in order to avoid the rush just before the July 1 deadline. 

The filing fee under the new law will be $10. Filings must be 
renewed hereafter at five year intervals. 

The Los Angeles county clerk also pointed out that the historic 
publication requirement has been continued under the new law 
and that publication of the statement once a week for four suc¬ 
cessive weeks in a newspaper of general circulation in the neigh¬ 
borhood of the affected business is required whenever there has 
been any change in the information contained in the certificate 
previously filed. Publication will not be required in instances 
where there has been no change in the information carried in the 
old certificate. 

A fictitious name, Sharp pointed out, is one that does not include 
the surname of the operator or one that implies the existence of 
other owners; or, if a corporation, if it includes a name other than 
the name given in the articles of incorporation. 

The purpose of the fictitious business name procedure is to 
protect the consumer in enabling him to find out the person with 
whom he is really dealing, Sharp said. If he has been defrauded by 
the “John Doe Television and Time Clock Repair Shop” and the 
shop is really owned and operated by “Richard Roe or the East 
Ganawanda Land and Farming Corporation,” the consumer can 
find in the fictitious name statement information for bringing suit 
for damages. The procedure provides a ready source of in¬ 
formation concerning identity realities obscured by fictitious 
business or trade names. Most banks now require evidence that 
the fictitious filing and publication requirements have been met 
before they will open an account under a fictitious name. 

The office of each county clerk will furnish forms required by 
the new law or information and forms from this newspaper.

Today, the yearly maximum being taken from oft-stated bel 
the pay of the average employee is $405.60 Under the United States 
new proposed law, by 1977 it would go up to $754.80, per¬ 
haps even more. To the employee contribution the em¬ 
ployer pays matching funds. 

By 1977 the payroll tax would equal or surpass the 
income tax in taking money from the wage earner. 

This means any young person entering into the work 
force would Ix' forced to pay far more of his life’s earn¬ 
ings to support a ballooning welfare bureaucracy of un¬ 
limited expansion. 'This will cost the wage earner far more 
than a private savings plan to secure himself and his 
family. He can now expect to pay thousands of dollars to 
gov('rnment in the name of Social Security. Forty or 
fifty years from now, the government will give him a 
small handout for his old age — depending on whatever 
new rules of the game will bo in effect at that time. 

He will likely pay $2 for every $1 he gets. 

Employers who pay these deductions in wages as 
well as the money it costs them for the matching funds 
must add these huge sums to the price of everything they 
sell to John Q. Public.

'Th abject failure of the California legislature to 
adopt a balanced budget on time means that the state 
will have to borrow money on tax anticipation notes to 
pay the state’s bills. These notes arc bought up by large 
financial institutions, and the taxpayers will have to 
pay the interest on the notes. This means higher taxes. 

Our courts liave had their hand in this, by making 
this anticipation note racket legal whereby the neglect 
and inexcusable failure of the legislature simply results 
in higher taxes.
